guns have been already and very often ex- 
plained, and as the principle is nearly the 
same, we will refer to the English guns, to 
see what advantages John Bull claims. 

The Blakely gun, which corresponds wilh 
our Parrott, and is much iu use by the Con- 
federates, is made of cast-iron, with wrought- 
Iron hoopasthrunk around the breech. Blake- 
ly claims and has a patent for this, on the 
ground that a peculiar "tension" is put on. 
What that means we are neither practical nor 
theoretical enough in our knowledge to eay. 
His later guns are bound with cast-steel, and 
have been used with great success. He says, re- 
ferring to the Southern States of America, in 
noticing his having been unfairly treated by 
the British Government: "Since 1861 my sen- 
tioaents have changed. I have been well treat- 
ed abroad, ill treated here; and, in future, any 
skill I possess shall be at the service of those 
who have done fairly by me, in preference to 
this Government, which has forfeited all 
claim to my consideration." 

The Whit worth gun, which is now second 
in favor in England, is composed of 
taper steel tube, eased with steel rings forced 
over it, but not laterally welded together 
Successive layers of rings arc super-imposed 
until the necessary thickness of metal is at- 
tained, and the breach of the gun is then 
closed by a powerful 6crew, which screws at 
the same time into the barrel and into the 
contiguous rings of steel." This, certainly, 
ought to be a strong guc; but while it would 
scarcely ever burst crosswise, the steel tube 
might have a tendency to split. We now 
come to the famous Armstrong gun, of which 
so much has been said: 

"The system is precisely that which baa 
long been employed in barrels of small arms, 
and all that Sir W. Armstrong claims to have 
done with respect to these tubes is to have 
applied it in the construction of ordnance. 
On this point we will quote his own words in 
his evidence before the Committee on Ord- 
nance:" 

Tee Committee will see, therefore, that in 
the very outset I contemplated a special mode 
of construction, to render the gun sus- 
ceptible of rifling. I proceed in this Report 
[refeiiing to a Report dated July 34th, 
18551, to tlive the relative strength of 
steel aud other materials, and then I goon 
to say, "There is also much uncertainty 
in the lateral strength of wrought iron or 
steel, because the flaws or imperfections of 
welding, which erist in all thick masses of 
those materif's, almost invariably run in the 
direction of the length, and In genera], there- 
fore, only detract from the strength in the 
transverse direction. It is for these reasons 
that the barrels of muekets and spirting guns 
are formed by twisting long slips of iron into 
spiral tubes, and then welding together the 
edges, by which means the longitudinal 
strength of the slips becomes opposed to the 
explosive force of the powder, and the weld- 
intrs being transverse with the bore have no 
important influence in lessening the Btrengtb 
of the birreL" I quote this as showing the 
original fundamentil idea of my system, which 
was to form a gun upon the principle of a 
lowling-piece. 

8peaking of his first gun, commenced in 
December, 1854, and completed in March, 
1855, Sir W. Armstrong stated on the same 
occ?Mon: 

It was a gun with a steel tube, surrounded 
with coiled cylinders, 6im ; Iar in every respect 
to the tnb.'s of gun-barrels. Now, the pecu- 
liarity of that gun was not Itl being merely a 
built-up gun, beciuse built-up guns are of 
vei j ancient date. In fact, I have no doubt 
that the criminal construction of all guns was 
by building up. It wm not merely a hooped 
gun — that is to say, a gun strengthened by 
rings — because rings give only circumferen- 
tial strength, and no longitudinal strength; 
but that gun was peculiar in being mainly 
composed of tubrs, or pipes or cylinders, 
formed by coiling spirally long bars of iron 
into tubes, and welding them upon the edges, 
as is done in gun barrels. Now, whether any 
one had conceived that idea before, is beyond 
my power to say, but I feel assured that no 
gun up to that time had been actually made 
upon that principle. The whole difficulty lay 
in the mak'ng. It is very easy now, with all 
our knowledge and experieace, to define how 
such coil3 are to be made; but at that period 
it was a very difficult matter to accomplish, 
and it was not until I had made very many un- 
successful attempts that I succeeded In satis- 
factorily carrying it out. 

Theoretically , this will be pronounced su- 
perior to the other systems, of which it is a 
combination. 

In reply to this, however, it can be said 
that in the practical experiment of two tre- 
mendous and exasperated powers searching 
the world for the best means of destruction, 
the Blakely or Parrott system has been pre- 
ferred. We have before referred to the Amer- 
ican method of casting guns hollow and cool- 
ing them from the inside. By the old method 
the guns cooled unequally, cooling first from 
the outside, and thus having the weakest part 
where the greatest stress was to

War and Weapons —Ine leather guns of 
Gustavus Adolpbus, the "lion of the north," 
were superseded by the cast gun. Before 
this It was believed to be impossible to make 
a casting of the size of a cannon; and until 
late years it waa so, if they were to be "Monr. 
Megs" and "kilometres." The gun waa first 
cast hollow. An iron rod, covered with clay, 
was inserted in the mold, to be withdrawn 
after the casting, leaving a hollow tube. These 
were never accurate, and were apt to be 
honey -com bed. Then the guns were cast 
solid, as is now the general rule, except in 
guns of the Rodman pattern. We must not 
be understood to mean iron when we speak of 
the metal used in making them. In some 
cases it was, and is, an alloy of copper and tin, 
called gun-metal, and erroneously "brass. 

The objections to iron was the want of 
toughness. This could be supplied with 
wrought iron, but until late years it seemed im 
possible to make a wrought-iron gun. Differ 
were believed to exist between the iron 
by coke and by charcoal, it being 
held that the latter formed a tougher material. 
Be that as it may.it is held that cast iron alone 
is too brittle a metal to be trusted. A distin 
guished English ordnance officer, In evidence 
before a parliamentary committee lately, char 
actemed such gunsaB 

The object, therefore, has been to aupply 
either some other material, as wrought iron, 
or even cast steel, less liable to burat, or to 
strengthen the piece in any way whtre the 
greatest force of the exploarre power takes 
place. This ia at the breech. The Dahlgreu 
gun was the first effort, and in it 
was made thicker, and of course stronger. 
This gun was, however, rather fitted for naval 
operations, or a fort, it being too weighty for 
the field. Since then the Parrott, James and 
Wiard in this country, and the Arinstnng 
Whitworth aud Blakely gun have been tried 
in Eoglaad. In France guns on the 
principlB have 



Tyk Ohio Riveb.— The Philadelphia Even- 
ing Telegraph has an article to prove that it 
is impossible to improve the navigation of 
this interesting stream. From the fact that 
Philadelphia la more interested In this Im- 
provement than any other city, one would 
naturally have supposed that the editor 
would have had very convincing reosons to 
offer for such a course. We give two or three 
paragraphs merely to show the extent of 
learning and intelligence displayed. After 
demolishing for about the hundredth time 
what he calls Mr. Eliot's romantic idea, the 
editor says : 

It is now said by those who live upon the 
banks, that the sources and springs of the 
great stream are drying up gradually, and 
are likely to leave its channel, in the course 
of years, too shaPow for steamers to float in 
at any season. It would seem to be a most ab- 
surd proposition to aid nature at the very 
moment when nature Is about to abandon her 
part of the work altogether. 

Since there is no difference of opinion 
among civil engineers in regard to the practi- 
cability of making dams in the Ohio that 
would be substantial and permanent, the fol- 
lowing is refreshing: 

Like all the Inland rivers of the country, 
the Ohio is subject to sudden and tremendous 
freshets, which, with the mass of drift wood 
swept from its immediate shores in spring, or 
the even more dreadful accumulations of ice 
In winter, would crush and scatter in an honr 
all the system of leeks and reservoirs which 
it would require years to erect and countless 
thcusands of dollars to pay for erecting 
*•»*•** 

Is it to be expected, then, that any artificial 
works which man could put up would with 
stand one of those terrible torrents that might 
bear mountains down in their impetuous ca-

Wnv Eoos Eat Ashes, —&e.— Mr. Mechi, 
of Tip Tree Hail, England, has discovered 
that pigs, when shut up to fatten, are very 
fond of cinder?, and Improve in condition by 
eating a certain portion of them every day. 
Some persons are unable to account for thh 
singular propensity in swine. Poultry are 
very fond of egg shells, lime, sand. Ac, and 
it is well known these substances are neces- 
sary in order to form the shells of eggs, and 
to furnish materials for the bones of fowls. 

Now, it is reasonable to suppose that swine 
eat ashes and cinders for the purpose of sup- 
plying the material for their tones ; and this 
singular instinct in animals so low in the scale 
of intelligence is truly wonderfal, for ashes 
contain the ingredients which are necessary 
to form benes, viz , carbonate and sulphate of 
lime, and magnesia, clay, silica, gelaunzed and 
made soluble by the Are. 

When hogs are at large they take In clay 
and silica with their food, aud eat bones and 
roots which contain the necessary ingredients ; 
but when they are pent up, they endeavor to 
supply the material necessary for keeping up 
their frames by devouring ashes and cinders. 
Let them have plenty of them. — [New Eug- 
land Farmer.

NEW PLAN FOR PRESERVING MBAT3. 
The British Admiral ly is trying a series of 
experit&enta to test Dr. Morgan's method ol 
preserving meats. This consists in forcing 
orine Into the arteries, veins and capillaries of 
the carcase by pressure. The tank of brin« 
is placed twenty feet above the freshly killed 
animal, and the brine la led by a pipe Into 
the chest, where it enters the arteries, driv- 
ing before it the blood, which passes out by 
an incision made for the purpose. After the 
arteries have bt?en thus cleaned by the first 
charge, a second is introduced. This consists 
of six and a half gallons of brine, ten pounds 
of rugtr, three-quarters af a pound of saltpe- 



ter, with an infusion o f cloves and pepper. 
The meat is then cut up, thoroughly dried 
and packed in sawdust and charchoal. It ia 
said that meat »bm prepared will keep In any 
climate, and that a larger portion of its nutri- 
tive matter is preserved than in the ordinary 
process. 

C'JIl RELATION OF MECHANICAL AND CHEMICAL 

MMBsB 

The Bakerian lecture before the British 
Royal Society on this subject, by Henry C. 
Sorby, contains an account of some interest- 
ing experiments made bv him relating to the 
••fleet of pressure on the solubility of salts. 
Bun-:en and Hopkins had before proved that 
substances which expand when fused hav« 
thsir point of fusion raised by mechanical 
pressure. Professor W. Thompson had 
shown, on the other hand, that water, which 
expands in freezing, has its point of fusion 
lowered by pressure, for iu this instance me- 
chanical force must be overcome in crystali- 
zation. Similar principles hold true with re- 
spect to the solubility of salts In water. If, 
when they dissolve, the total balk increases, 
pressure reduces their solubility; on tne con- 
trary, it the bulk decreases, pressure makes 
them more soluble. 

PLATE ENOBAVINO. 

An Improvement for protecting engraved 
plates has been introduced in France by M. 
Chardon, which process consists in covering 
the plate with a very thin liyerof Iron, by 
means of the aralvano-plastic process. The 
deposit is so fine that the finest lines of the 
engraving are found to be exactly copied.

Microscopic Revelations.— Brush a little 
of the fuzz from the wing of the dead but- 
terfly ana let it fall upon a piece of glass. It 
will be seen on the glass as a fine golden dust. 
Slide the glass under the microscope, and 
each particle of the dust will reveal itself as a 
perfect symetrical feather. 

Give your arm a slight prick, so as to draw 
a small drop of blood; mix the blood with a 
drop of vinegar and water, and place it noon 
the glass slide under the microscope. You 
will discover that the red matter of the blood 
is formed of innumerable globules or diakt, 
which, though so small as to be separately in- 
visible to the naked eye, appear, uuder the 
microscope, each larger taan a letter of the 
print. 

Take a drop of water from a stagnant pool 
or ditch, or sluggish brook, dipping it from 
among the green vegetable matter on the top. 
On holding the water to the light it will look 
a little milkey, but on placing the smallest 
drop under t.e microscope, you will find it 
swarming with hundreds ot strange animals, 
that are swimming about in it with the great- 
est vivacity.

While it is known t j medical men that a 
total suppression of the eruption of small-pox 
will endanger ibe life of the sufferer, it ia 
proved by experience that snch a suppression 
can be undertaken on small portions ot lha 
body, for instance the face, without harm. 
The pomade of Baudeloqne, made of aix parts 
of pitch (pix nigra), ten parts of yellow wax 
and twcuiy-iour parts of mercurial ointment, 
will answer that purpose. When used it 
should be warmed and all parts of the skin of 
the face be covered and kept covered contin- 
ually for the space of four aays; the salve, if it 
proves efficacious, must be applied ou tha 
fitEtor second day the, eruption has broken 
out.

Killed Peach Trek-.— In the West and 
Southwest the unusually severe frost of lha 
past winter destroyed the peach tree either 
down to the ground, or nearly so; and tha 
consequence is that in the great j 
compiiaed within the limit* of I 
ana, Ohio, Ac, some two or three years 
elapse before another crop of trees can be ma- 
tured. However, if the following method, 
suggested at a laie meeting of the Cincinnati 
Horticultural Society, be adopted, the de- 
privation may be shortened at least one 
year:— Cut off the top as far down as tha 
Injury extends, allowing new wood to grow 
out of the old stump or stock. Two mem- 
bers of the society testified that they had 
eaten peaches from trees thus treated, which 
were at least fifty years old. In one instance 
ike tree had been cut down three limes. It 



is true seadllng peaches only are obt 
but as all peaches are seedlings originally, 
and as the stocks are budded generally before 
they fralt, the old tree or stock may produca 
excellent fruit.

Cairo, March 36. 
The steamer latan, from Paducah, Ken- 
tucky, arrived this morning. 

About five thousand rebels under Forreet 
entered that place yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. 

Colonel Hicks immediately ordered all the 
troops into the fort, and sent about three 
thousand of the inhabitants across the river 
to the Illinois side. 

The city was stt on fire in several places. 

Tivo gunboats opened fire on the town, and 
the firing; bad commenced from tho fort when 
the latan left at 5 o'clock this mornlnc. 

The headquarters, Qnartmn»stets' and 
Commls«aries' buildings were in llimes, and a 
large number of hou?es in other parts of the 
town were burnirg. The stores weie all con- 
sumed, and but few rations iu the fort. 

The rebels appeared to have possession of 
everything but the fort. 

Firing had ceased when the boat came 
away. 

The marine way, with the steamboat Daco- 
tah. was burned. 

The James Pearce is ja?t in from Paducah, 
havirg left at 7 a. m. The enemy had all 
gone. The cit'zens were preparing to return. 

▲ number of persons are reported killed. 

SECOND DISPATCH. 

Methcpolis. March 26, via Cairo 27. 
Boats from Paduoah report that the enemy 
returned. At 3 o'clock shelling commenced 
again. One hundred and fifty rebels were 
killed. Four soldiers and 6even negroes were 
killed in the fort by sharpshooters. Captain 
Btnkman and Captain Crutchtield, of the Six- 
teenth Ketucky cavalry, were wounded in the 
bead. Captt>in N. Btsrtling was wounded in 
the arm. Sergeant T. Nays, of the Fifteenth 
Kentucky cava'rv, wm killed. Twentv-flve 
houses around the fort were destroved by our 
troops, as they were covers lor sharpshooters. 

THIRD DISPATCH. 

Caiko, March 27. 

Paducah la In ruins. Forrest, with seven 
thousand men, formed a line <>f bitile two 
aiid a half miles long, on Friday after- 
noon, in tbe city, and demanded the surren- 
der of the fort Colonel Hicks refused. The 
ftakt raged ell the afternoon. The rcb -Is 
massed their troops and assaulted the fort, 
and were repulsed four times. Their shajp. 
shooters fired from buildings at the troops in 
the fort and on tbe gunboats. The garrison 
and boats fired at tha ru ? ldin£e, knocking 
them down and eettlng them on fire. While 
the flerht was going on parties of the enemy 
plundered stores and carried off horses. The 
gunboats fired two rounds. Thev had three 
wounded. The captain of the Pawpaw re- 
ceived a scratch from a minie ball on the 
rheck, and a ball went through his piataloous. 
The troops in tbe fort had four killed and 
forty-six wounded. Forrest took about forty 
convalescents, in the hospitnl. prisoners. The 
enemy had 300 killed and 1.000 wounded. The 
latter were taken to May field by rail. The 
former lie about the fort unburied. 

CoL Hicks is en'itled to preat praise for his 
heroic defense. The rebel Brigadier-General 
\ P. Thompson, formerly of Paducah, was 
killed. Col. Hicks captured a rebel surgeon, 
who says Forrest intended a surprise, and felt 
fully nble to take the fort. Four negroes, who 
served the artlliery, were killed and wounded. 
All were shot in the head. The city is de- 
stroyed. The citiz 'ns are encamped in the 
woods r>n the Illinois side. Several women 
were killed. 

Yesterday Forrest sent a fl3? of trace to ex - 
change prisoners, but Col. Hicks would not 
do it. The enemy left at 3 p. m , going in the 
direction of Columbus. Th-y are said to 
have captured Hickman this m'rninz. 

The rebel Generals narris and Barbridge 
were in the fight at Paducah. 

FOURTH DIfPATCH. 

Cairo, March 27. 
Boats that left Paducah at 10 lh:s morning 
report all quiet. Citizens are returning. Mrs. 
Grime* and several oiher women were killed 
during the ensragement. List evening 500 
rebels entered Hickman, plundered the houses 
and left. The Home Guard captured a 
rebel Colonel and half a doz-n men, and 
horses, between Trenton and Majfield, last 
night. 

LATEST. 

The Dunleltb is just from Paducah at one 
A. m. The ollicers report that the enemy at 
Mayfield had ecot in a fl ig of truce, for what 
purpose is not stated. 



Of late we have published frequent reports 
of the congregation of different guerrilla 
bands in our State, at d intimated that their 
Intention was a mid on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. Oa yesterday the train 
from this point to Lebanon was captured by 
a squad of eighty men under command 
of Captain Bennett. The train had left 
Ml point with a good load, and upon reach- 
ing New Hope, a point seven miles from Leb- 
anon, it was tired upon by a party of men 
under Captain Bennett, who claims that he 
belongs to Morgan's brigade.

July 10th, I have de- 
termined to undertake the ta^k myself, rather than 
have utinoi Iced a rac». which, from the character 
of the horses contending and the warm outside 
feeling, was probably the most exciting that has 
taken place in Kentucky for vears. I glial! be 
brief, and, not being f.imUiar with turf expressions, 
must deal in homespun ternn. The race wna mile 
heats, three best in five; the stake closed with four 
entries, a? follows: A. Pennington named John 
lf. nrv. ,T. li. Parks. Edward Everett; L. L. Dorsey, 
Gold Dust: W. E. Milton, Limber Jim. John Henry 
was purchased in the Ea*t several year* since by a 
company, bringing with him a noble lineage and 
a fair record of fleet performance", and his owners 
have ever been willing to satisfy those who might 
desire to te-t their correctness. Edward Everett 
is also an exotic of more recent importation, and, 
by the way, from your State I believe, by Sherman 
lilack Hawk, dam, Arabian mare Mary Kellar; 
young and comparatively untried, but possessing 
a remarkable combination of great muscular pow - 
er and compactness, with a nervous and graceful 
movement that plainly proves him to he a worthy 
memlicr of that par excellent trotting family. The 
other two entries were '-to the manor born," Ver- 
mont Morgan, and the property of L. L. Dorsev, of 
this county, one of the largest and most success- 
ful breeders of trotting horses in the West. His 
horse. Gold Dusc, haa bantered the world for a 
race, he and five of Lis colts, against auy horse 
and same number of get. Limber Jim is only four 
years old. a "crack nag" for his age, and promise* 
to make himself known . Pardon this diversion. 

The bell rings — only three hordes appear, Lim- 
ber Jim being withdrawn. More trouble. Gold 
Dust appears with a negro driver, which is ob- 
jected to as contrary to roles of the association; 
franc parley, and a white substitute is obtained, 
but he seem* restive under his new sontrol and 
acts badly; further parley and he is withdrawn, 
lcavine only two horses, John Henry and Ed- 
ward Everett. Why, I do rot know, but all the 
interest of ths race seemed to have been centered, 
from the beginning, on these two nags: and when 
it was discovered that they would have the race 
and track to themselves, the excitement warmed 
and became noisy. Scoring, Everett lose* a fore 
shoe; friends claim that rules allvw 15 minutes to 
remedy such accidents; it is denied. Judges re- 
fuse to grant it; he is compelled to make the race 
shoeless; friends protest at its unfairness. Bets 
arc large— odds on Henry. They sta t at last, 
Henry in the lead, keeping the same throughout- 
time 'im. SOVs. In the interval between the heats, 
Everett's shoe is replaced. Confidence of friends 
still unshaken— timeout— they start again. Everett 
(the fates seem against him) loses same shoe on 
t he first quarter, and only aim* to save hi* distance. 
Henry's heat again— time 2m. -13 V. Everett's 
friends, most astonishingly, still show back-bone, 
aud stubbornly refuse to yield the palm. The tap 
calls the third heat. They start; Henry has de- 
cidedly the advantage Everett improves, comes 
down to his work finely, and a deafening shout 
announces that he has passed Henry, and he comes 
in winner or the heat— time *44. Things chang 
Everett's friends l.».u-t'i Henry's etill san- 
guine. Odds, however, are lessened. Fourth heat 
called; good start; Everett comes in about fort 
yards ahead; crowd assemble around the jud ei 
stand: some trouble out. "What's the matter? 
eagerly asks every one. Judges come forward and 
declare it a cUad h?at, Everett being docked for 
running. Everett's friends, of course indignant, 
did not see it, or, If so, amounted to nothing, 
but the crowd are not the judges, and the dictum 
must prevail. Excitement now fever high; odd* 
offered on Everett bravely taken by Henry. The 
bell ring* again; Everett takes the lead— seems to 
have a sure thing; comes on an easy Jog— time 4:44, 
It w as evident after this heat that Everett posses 
sed too much bottom for Henry. Sixth heat is 
called: Everett comes up promptly, looking fresh, 
and eager for another trial. Henry gracefully de- 
clines, however, giving him the pleasure, 
w ithdraws. Everett is declared winner of the race, 
which the crowd seems heartily to indorse, their 
sympathies having been enlisted In his behalf, 
from the unfortunate circumstances that seem to 
have combined against him. Everett is a beauti- 
ful chestnut sorrel, about 15# hands high, of great 
pow er and beauty, a fair, square trotter, and that 
remarkable kindness and docility, coupled with 
fine spirit and courage, so characteristic of the 
Biackhawks. I confidently predict for him a bril- 
liant future. His owner. Air. J. B. Parks, resides 
in this county, aud proposes to keep him here as 



In the Democrat of last Fridiy morning we 
published the particulars of the murder of 
Ellen Gaven by John Welcb, of the Oae Hun- 
dred and Twentieth Indiana. The accused 
hid a preliminary exarniuatlon before Judge 
Johnston yesterday morning. The evidence 
elicited on the occasion showed it to be one 
of the most shocking tragedies ever commit- 
ted in the city. Below we give the testimony 
in full as elicited before the Police Court yes- 
terday morning: 

Charlta Bale called— I reside on the corner 
of First and College streets. On Thursday 
morning last I was engaged buildine a stable 
for Mr. Fox, which is on McAlister's alley, 
about seventy-five feet from the place where 
the rnnrder was committed. Heard a d'fficul- 
ty -"ingen in the alley but did not know what 
It was — a short time after which I heard 
the report of a pistol. Before the report of 
tbe pistol I saw accused and deceased quar- 
relling, the latter at the time had a brick in 
her haud, and the accused had a pistol point- 
ed at deceased and threatened to shoot her, 
immediately after which the shot was tired. 
T saw the woman fall and went to the place. 
When I arrived there she was dead. Saw the 
husband of deceased there. 

J. C. (>iV culled — On last Thursday morning 
about 10 o'clock I held an inquest upon the 
body of Ellen (i ivon. I found the body lying 
on the ground dead. The wound, which was 
caused by a small pistol ball, was in the right 
breast. 

John Gaven called — I reside in McAlister's 
alley. Oa Thursday morning last I was at 
home. Accused came to my house, and on 
that morniBg my wife was killed by accused. 
Saw accused with a pistol in his hand, threat- 
ening to kill my wife if the did net stand 
back, and as she did not leave, shot her. The 
same morniry; I bad a quarrel with accused. 
Wedr.esday niRht accused came to my house 
in company with another person, and asked 
me to teke a drink of whisky out of his can- 
teen, which I did. Accused then went into 
my house and insulted my wife, who called 
for me. Some woida then passed between 
myself and accused, when he and his friend 
threw bricks at inc. Thursday morning ac- 
cused returned, wh»n I a«ked him where the 
person was that was with him the previous 
evep.ing. Some words then passed, when ac- 
cused fired at me, but I knocked the shot off. 
I then seized an ax, a: rl said that I would 
bury it into his tead. My wife came out and 
told him to go away. My wife picked up a 
brick, wbenjaccused drew a pistol. Deceased 
said lor "God's sake do not shoot." Accused 
then fired, th°. ball taking effect in the right 
breast of deceased. I belong to tho Thirty- 
eighth Illinois. 

Dora Harris calltd — I reside cn Lafayette 
street. Oa last Thursday morning I was at 
the honse of Miss Varilla, in McAlister's al- 
ley. The accused and her husband lived in 
the same house. Last Thursday morning saw 
accused come to the house. John Oaven 
asked accused where his comrade was that 
was with him tho previous night The parties, 
Gavea and accused, went out on the porcb, 
where accused fired at Gaven, who knocked 
the shot oil'. I heard the second report of 
the pistol, but I had gone in the house. Saw 
deceased alter she was shot. The ball took 
effec. in the right breast. After accused shot 
at Gaven. Gaven went into tbe house. 

Mary Jane 31c Curd called— I have been liv- 
ing in McAllister's alley lor some time. Was 
there last Thursday morning and saw the 
fight. Saw a difficulty between Gaven and 
accused, at which time I was sweeping. 
( The testimony of this witness as to the diffi- 
culty between accused and Gaven was the 
same as the previous witness). She further 
testified that deceased came out ot the house, 
picked up a brick and told accused to leave 
there. He commenced backing, saying at 
the same time that it she came near him he 
would shoot, and immediately after the shot 
wis lired. The deceased threw up her hand, 
xciaiming, "oh !" and fell down and expired 
n a lew moment*. I went to the Provost 
Marshal's office, related the fact, and a 
mrd wis sent, who arrested the accused, 
troj Bullock called — On Wednesday night 
last I heard a fuss in McAllister's alley, and 
aw accused and another man running, and 
ohn Gaven after them. Heard one of the 
party threaten to kill Gaven. I did not see 
any of the difficulty on Thursday morning. 

The testimony for the Commonwealth was 
osed, and no witnesses for the defense being 
xunined the case was submitted to the 
court. The court, after summing up the tes- 
timony, committed John Welch to jail, to an- 
swer the charge of murder at the next term 
of the Circuit Court.
